purpofesor that we could fay we were much the better for it) 
from our firft fetting forth out of England tillchis time, nor’ 
meeting with any place where we might conveniently watery . 
till our coming to the river of Plate,long after) continually, 
after oncewe were come within foure degrees of the line on 
thistideviz, after, Feb.1o, and till we were paft the line as 
many pegrees towards the South,v7z till Feb.27.there was no 
ong. dy went over us but we received fome raines whereby. 
our want of water was much fupplycd. 
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This alfo was obfervablesthat of our whole fleetsbei 
-6.innumbersnotwithftanding the uncourhnes of the way,and 
“what ever other difficultiessby weather or otherwife we met 
-withall,not any one;in all this {pacesloft company of the refts 
except only our Portugall prife for one days who Afarch 28. 
‘was fevered from us, but the day following Afarch 29. fhe 
‘found us agains to. bothherown, and our.no little comfort: 
fhe had in her 2 8.0f our men; and the beft partof all our pro- 
vifion for drinks her fhortabfence caufed much doubting and 
 forrow inthe whole company, neither could fhe then have 
been finally loftswithout the overthrow of the whole voyage. 
Among the sees baba alealbeay which we faw> we took

From Guatulcowe departed the day following, vzz. April. —

ed 500, leagues in longitude to geta wind :.andbetween that 
and Fane 3.14.00. leagues in all, till we came into 42.deg. of — 
North latitude, where in the night following, we found fuch © 
alteration of heat, into extreame and nipping cold, that. our 
men in generall did grievoufly complaine thereof 3 fome of 
them feeling their healths much impaired thereby» neither 
was itsthat this chanced in the night alone, but the day fol- 
Jowing carried with itsnot only the marks, bur the ftings and 
force of the night going before, to the great admiration Of us. 
allfor befides that the pinching and biting aire, was nothing 
altered; the very ropes of our fhip were ftiffe, and the raine 
which fellwas an unnaturall and frozen fubftance; fo that we 
feemed rather to be in.the frozen:Zone,then any way-{o neer.

nefle of our bodiesthough we came lately from the extremity 
of heatesby reafon whereof we mightbe more fenfible of the 
prefent cold:infgmuch as the dead and fenleffe creatures, were 
as well affeéted with itas our felves, our meat as foon as it 
was removed from the fireswould prefenrly in a manner be 
frozen up3.and our ropes and tackling, in few dayes were 
srown to that ftifnefle,that whatthree men before were able 
with them to performonow fix men with their beft ftrength» 
anduttermoft endeavour, were hardly able to accomplith: 
whereby’a fudden and great difcouragement feafed upon the 
minds of our men,and they were poflefled with a grear mif- 
like,and doubting of any good to be done that way,yet would 
not our generall be difcouraged, but as well by comfortable 
{peeches of the divine providence, and of Gods loving care. 
over h schildren out of thefcriptures 5 as alfo by other good 
and profitable perf{wafions,adding thereto his own cheerfull 
exampleshe fo ftirred them upsto put on a good courage ,and 
to quit themfelves like mensto endure fome fhort extremity, 
to have the {peedier comfortoand a little trouble, to obtain she 
oreaterglorys that every man was as throughly armed with 
willingneflesand refolved to fee the uttermoft,if it were pot 
fiblesot what good was to bedone thar way. ; 
The land in that part of America, bearing farther out into 
the weft,then we before imaginedswe were neerer on it then 
~ we were aware3 and yet the necrer ftill we came unto it, the. 
more extremity of cold did feafe uponus. The 5 day of fuze 
we were forced by contrary windssto run in with the thoares

were not without fome dangerby reafon of the many extream 
gulis and flaws that beat uponus; whichif they ceafed and 
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which we then firft defcryedsand to caft anchor ina bad bay: /ome 538

there followed moft vilesthick and Linking foyssagainft which — 
the fea prevailed nothingptill che guilt of wind again remov ed 
them which brought with themluch extremity and violence 
when they camesthat there was no dealing or refifting againft

From the height of 48.deanwhichnow we'weresto 38.we 
found the land by coafting along it to be but low and reafon- » 
able plaine:every hil @vhereof we faw many, bat none very 
high) though it were in une, and the Sun in his neereftap- 
proach unto them being covered withindw omeduaako . 

In 38 deg.30 min.we fell with aconvenient and fit harbo- 
rough,and.Fune 17.came to anchor therein: where we conti» 
nued till the 2 3.day of Julyfollowing. During all which time. 
notwithftanding it was in the height of $ ummerand{o neere — 
the Sun3 yet were we continually vifited with like nipping 


coldssas we had felt before:infomuch that if violent exercifes 


of our bodies, and bufie imployment about our neceflary la- 
bors;had not fomtimes compeld us to the contrary,we could 
very wellhave been contented to have kept about us ftill our. - 
wintcr clothes3 yea (had our neceffities fuffered us) to have 
kept our beds neither could we at any. time inwhole foure- 
teen dayes togetherpfind the aire fo cleare asto be able to take 
the height of Sun or ftar. oy a 
And here having fo fit occafions (notwithftanding it may 


-feem to be befides the purpofe of writing the hiftory of this 


eur voyage) we willalittle more diligently inquire into the 

caufes of the continuance of the extream cold in thefe parts:as. 
alfo into the probabilities orunlikelihoods of a paflage to be’ 
found that way. Neither was it(as hath tormerly been touch- 
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heatswhereby the pores were opened, that made us to fenfible 
‘of the colds wehere feltzin this refpectsas in many othersswe 
found our Goda provident Father,and careful phy fitian to us, 
We lacked no outward helps nor inward comtortssto reftore 
& Fortifie natureshad it been decayed or weaknedin us’ nei- 
ther was there wanting to us the great experience ofour Ge- 
nerallswho had often himfelf proved the Force of the bnrning 
zoneswhofe advice alwayes prevailed much to the preferving 
of amoderate temper in our conftitutions: fo that even after 
our departure from the heatswe alwaies found our bodies not 
‘as {ponges, but ftrong & hardnedsmore able to beare out colds 
though we cam out of excefs of heat,then a number of cham- 
- “ber companionscould have beenswho lie on their Featheroeds 
till they go to feasor rather whofe tecth ina tem perate airedo 
‘peat in their heads ata cup of cold Sack and fugar by the fire, 
And that is was not our tendernes;but the very extremity of 
the cold it felfsthat caufed this fenfiblenefs in us, may the ra-
